TUTANKHAMEN TREASURES 

An exhibition of thirty-four small, jewel -like objects, unknown 
for three millenia, from the tomb of Tutankhamun. The exhibition 
is sponsored by the American Association of Museums and has been 
arranged under the guidance of Mrs. John A. Pope, Chief of the 
Smithsonian Traveling Exhibition Service, Washington. 

SOME CONTEMPORARY BRITISH ART 

This exhibition provides a view of paintings and sculpture being 
done in Britain today. Artists included are: Armitage, Davie, 

Frost, Heron, Lanyon, Moore, Nicholson, Scott and Sutherland. 

BARBIZON REVISITED 

An exhibition of about 100 paintings loaned by the Louvre and 
other French and American museums, executed by French land- 
scape painters who came to the forest town of Barbizon near 
Paris in 1830 to paint directly from nature. It is the first major 
Barbizon exhibition since 1889. 

OLD MASTER DRAWINGS FROM CHATSWORTH 

A selection of 114 drawings from one of the finest private collec- 
tions in England brought together by the second Duke of Devonshire 
in the late 17th and early 18th centuries and later enlarged by his 
descendants. Styles range from the Renaissance through the 17th 
century. Among the forty-seven artists represented are: Andrea 
del Sarto, Bruegel, Durer, Correggio, Primaticcio, Rosso, van 
Dyck, Ghirlandaio, Holbein, Inigo Jones, Filippino Lippi, Mantegna, 
Parmigianino, Raphael, Rembrandt, Giulio Romano, Rubens, Veronese 
and da Vinci. The exhibition is being circulated by the Smithsonian 
Institution.
